UTM prof, wins CASE award for state teacher of year

Dr. Robbie Kendall-Melton, as¬ 
sistant dean and professor of Educa¬ 
tion, has another accomplishment to 
put under her belt - she was just 
named as the 1994 Tennessee Pro¬ 
fessor of the Year. 

The award, given by the Council 
for Advancement and Support of 
Education (CASE) and The Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 


Teaching, is recognized as one of the 
most distinguished awards honoring 
professors. 

“I think this award is one of the 
most prestigious swards in the na¬ 
tion for professors, and they could 
Mot finds better recipient,” said Dean 
of Education Gary Rush. "She is an 
exemplary faculty member, and 
that’s what the award is all about/ 

"I'm so proud of Robbie Kendall- 
Melton and her many achievements. 
She has brought honor to UTM in 


every endeavor in which she has 
been involved from the day she ar¬ 
rived on campus. She exemplifies all 
that is encompassed in the definition 
of outstanding faculty,” said Chan¬ 
cellor Margaret Perry. 

Kendall-Melton will be honored 
with a reception to be held from 3- 
4:30 p.m., Tuesday in the Tennessee 
Room of the Holland McCombs 
Center. 

‘To receive this award is not a 
personal accomplishment. It's a 


credit to the university far allowing 
me to do this and a credit to those 
who trained me,” Kendall-Melton 
said. 

The purpose of the U.S. Professors 
of the Year program is to salute the 
moat outstanding undergraduate in¬ 
structors in the country - those who 
excel as teachers and influence the 
lives and careers of their students. 

Seven teachers from eight Ten¬ 
nessee institutions were nominated 
for the award. Nationally, 494 candi¬ 


dates were nominated, with only 49 
chosen lo receive stale awards. 

This institution is open to some¬ 
one trying new techniques. They 
could have told me lo stick to the 
traditional teaching methods. They 
said, 'Do what you think is best for 
the student.’" Kendall-Melton laid. 

Using new techniques is some¬ 
thing that she has definitely done 
while she has been at UTM. 
"My'big to-do is to address stu-

Goal now is to 
move into library 
over spring break

UTM officials have changed their 
goal of having Paul Meek Library 
ready by the beginning of next se¬ 
mester and now plan to move into the 
new building during spring break. 

Representatives from UTM and 
Flinlco Inc., the contractor for the 
library, decided at an on-site meet¬ 
ing Nov. 2 that the original goal may 
be unrealistic, said Mike Davis, di¬ 
rector of the Physical Plant. 

“We arc not going to be able to . 
make the Christmas to New Year's 
move that we had intended to,” Davis 
said. “For a number of reasons we 
did not make the fast-track schedule 
we were optimistic that we would 
make." V. 

Davis said labor shortages and 
adverse weather were (wo factors 


that slowed construction. 

If the library can be moved during 
spring break. Davis said, it will likely 
be ready as soon as students return to 
campus. Part of the inactive collec¬ 
tions may be moved a week prior to 
spring break lo help assure the move 
will be completed in just, a week. 

The library will likely be ready lo 
be moved into earlier than spring 
break, Davis said, but because the 
inconvenience to students would be 
greater, that option is unlikely. 

Flintco has been cooperating with 
the universitytotry tohave the build¬ 
ing ready before winter break but 
isn't under terms to have it finished 
until March, Davis said. 

The new library will be 117,000 
sq. ft.,and one improvement, which 
is already being used, is an auto¬ 
mated book checkout system. Con¬ 
struction began in the spring of 1992.

Once again, UTM students are in the throes of the painful registration 
process. And once again, there is talk of a new way to improve registra¬ 
tion by installing a voice-operated phone system for registration. 

Whatever the method of improving registration, UTM officials should 
do all they can to alleviate the stress and wasted time that occurs during 
the current registration process.

The system, called VoiceFX, will 
allow students to sign up for classes 
without having to leave their dorm 
rooms.

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Students vote in favor 
of SGA $2 referendum

Students voted in favor last week 
of a $2 tuition increase designed to 
help fund sports clubs and bring bet¬ 
ter concerts to UTM. The referen¬ 
dum now awaits several channels of 
administrative approval before itcan 
go into effect, which may be as early 
as next semester. 

Voting took place Nov. I and 2, 
and the referendum had the support 
of 80 percent of the 700 students that 
voted. . 

The referendum, which was the 
idea of SGA President Cheric 
Gillespie and Vice President James 
Alexander, now must be approved 
by Vice Chancellor of Student Af¬ 
fairs Phil Watkins and Chancellor 
Margaret Perry. If UTM administra¬ 
tors approve the measure, it must 
then be approved by the UT Board of 
Trustees. 

"If it’s approved this semester it 
will go into effect next semester," 
said Richard Schoebcrl, assistant 
director of Campus Rec. "If it’s not 
implemented this (semester), it will 
go into effect next fall." 

A final decision should be made 
by next semester, possibly sooner, 
Schocberl said. 

Students voted last semester 51- 
18 in favor of increasing fees $1. to 
create a fund for concerts, but be¬ 
cause so few students voted, SGA 
decided not to take it before admin¬ 
istration. 


Several students offering their 
opinion said they hoped the measure 
will be approved and go into effect. 

"I think they should (implement 
the increase) because that's not a 
great amount of money, and at the 
same lime it would be helping us,” 
said Latoya Hamilton, a freshman 
Communications major from Mem¬ 
phis. 

“It sounds good to me," said Brock 
Woodard, a freshman Sports Man¬ 
agement major from Union City. 

"I think that (the S2 increase) would 
be appropriate and sufficient to (pro¬ 
vide) better concerts so that the stu¬ 
dent can become more involved and 
attend more events,” said Dwayne 
Dixon, a senior Communications 
major from Ripley. 

But not all students arc as enthusi¬ 
astic. 

"I don't really care about it either 
way," said Suzan Klcnze, a fresh¬ 
man Occupational Therapy major 
from Memphis. 

"I think it's-a waste," said Jaye 
Williams, a junior Biology major 
from Greenfield. "Concerts and 
things like that are extracurricular 
and don’t have a place on the univer¬ 
sity." 

“It’s a crime that they expect us to 
pay anything extra to meet their fi¬ 
nancial demands." said Brent Orton, 
a freshman Business major* from 
Memphis. 

The proposed increase is expected 
to bring in about $ 12,000 per semes¬ 
ter, Gillespie said.

Students charged with possession of marijuana

Two UTM students face charges 
of possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance after UTM Pol ice confiscated 
what they suspect to be marijuana 
from their dorm room in McCord 
Hall on Nov. 2. 

According to UTM Police reports. 
Christy Andrews, a freshman Pre- 
Physical Therapy major from 
Mansfield. Tenn., and Gina Heath, a 
freshman Nursing major from Paris. 
Tenn., were charged after UTM Po¬ 
lice officers found and confiscated 
what they suspected to be marijuana 
and marijuana paraphernalia from 
their room. 

Also charged with possession were 
two of three men, not UTM students, 
who were in the room at the time of 
the seizure: Michael T. Evans, 18. 
and Scott Haley, 2 L both of Camden, 


Tenn. 

According to reports, all subjects 
except Heath told officers iH^y had 
been smoking marijuana. Alt sub¬ 
jects reportedly said the third man 
had not smoked any marijdana, and 
he was not charged. 

The seizure occurcd after two UTM 
Police officers followed the three 
men into the first floor of McCord 
Hall B-side at 4:21 a.m. after observ¬ 
ing them enter from the southwest 
door, reports indicated. 

From the first floor hall, the offic¬ 
ers indicated they heard loud male 
voices and detected an odor similar 
to that of marijuana coming from 
Andrews' and Heath's room. With a 
McCord RA present, the officers 
knocked on the door and were given 
entrance. 

At that time, the officers report¬ 
edly indicated that a warm pipe with 
what they suspected to be marijuana 


inside and three green, leafy plants 
suspected to be marijuana were in 
plain view. After the residents con¬ 
sented to having their room searched, 
the officers reportedly found a bag of 
seeds whidh they suspected to he 
. marijuana seeds, forceps with what 
they believed to be marijuana resi¬ 
due and a cigarette, which contained 
a material suspected to be marijuana. 

According to reports, the officers 
believe the cigarette belonged to 
Evans and all other items belonged 
to Andrews. 

The four face a Nov. 23 court date 
at General Sessions Court in Dresden, 
a court spokesperson said. 

They face charges of possession of 
a controlled substance, and Evans 
also faces an underage consumption 
of alcohol charge stemming from the 
officers’ reports that he was in pos¬ 
session of a beer at the time of the 
seizure.

But Charleston Southern grabbed 
the momentum in the second quar¬ 
ter, capitalizing on UTM mistakes 
to tie the game going into halftime. 

“The weather was an equalizer," 
said Pacer coach Don McLeary. “In 
these conditions, you can't turn the 
ball over like what led to their 
scores." 

The Buccaneers got great field 
position on the UTM 10 when Jones, 
who was in at punter, had his knee 
hit the ground with possession of 
the ball. 

CSU converted on fourth-and- 
goal at the one as Bines followed his 
linemen into the endzone with 7:15 
left in the opening half. 

Charleston Southern took advan¬ 
tage of another UTM miscue by 
driving 27 yards following a Jason 
Johnson fumble. Brad Johnson 
cupped the drive for the Bucs with a 
13-yard TD reception from Bines.
